Refugees Paint Drab Picture of Life in Cuba

"Very bad" is the way they 
invariably begin, these newest 
Cuban refugees who left Uieir 
island with Castro’s permission. 
.^nd consistently they paint the 
same picture of a grim drab 
life under a state that rules by 
terror and neighborhood spies, 
wheiT children are encouraged 
to uUorm on their parents and 


pestle speak little and cau¬ 
tiously in public. 

They talk of a land where gov 
emment men pefkxUcally show 
up in the classnioms and run 
the children through their Com¬ 
munist catechisms and insjv'ct 
their notebooks to ntake ceriHin 
they an* being properly indoctri¬ 
nated; wliore the economy is 
wrecked, tbe services disorgan¬ 
ized and the old cars roll off 
the load and die Iw lack of 
parts. 


They speak of a land where 
virtually ail food it rationed and 
the average Cuban seldom gets 
the half-pound of meat a week 
he has been prwnisod; where 
the streets are deserted arMl 
many huuset need paint and the 
television is dreary with heavy- 
handed propaganda; where half 
the churches are closed and 
more than half the stores are 
shut down for lack of goods and 
the night clubs and the big ho- 
tels are virtually empty except 


fur Russian technicians and 
other Marxist visitors living on 
the government arm. 

This is toe picture the refu¬ 
gees paint of life in C^)ba. How 
many brush-strokes are colored 
by t>ersonal prejudices, how 
many glimpses arc seen through 
a miiTor distorted by personal 
tragedy are matters of eonjer- 
htre. 

The retugees emerging now 
from Qiba most frequenlly are 
old pensioners or children nr 


sick people. Few in toe 15-to-27 
age group, the primary military 
age, are beii^ released. Voca¬ 
tionally, the new exiles include 
no doctors, few engineers or 
other technically trained people. 
★ * * 

“In oUht words," said a U.S. 
state department official, "Cas¬ 
tro so far seems' to be letting 
out the ppo{>le he doesn't need 
the elderly, the unskilled, toe 
dissidents, tbe ill. toe people he 
no longer has to provirle with 


scarce housing, food, medical 
supplies or pensions." 

In describing life in Cuba, Uit 
heavy majority of the refugees 
asked that their name;< not be 
used for fear of reprisals against 
relatives still on the island. One 
exception was Nicholas Torrado 
Hidalgo, a grey-faced, taut man 
of 60, whose first cousin is the' 
mother of the president of Cuba, 
Ossald ' Dorbeos Torrado.

Wrong Words 

T he small increase in the number of eligible 
voters listed for the federal election on Novera- 
1 j<t 8, as compared with the growth of the populatiut 
of voting age since the last national balloting, is said 
to be taken by the polling experts in Ottawa as an in¬ 
dication of extraordinary apathy and lethargy on the 
pai t of ;the electors, Perhaps they have the wrong 
words. 

Aci-oss the country, the enumerators gathered the 
n:unes of only 281,068 more voters than in 1963, far 
fewer than could reasonably be expected. In four 
piovinces, to the astonishment of electoral officials, 
the numbers decreased. 

But more suiprising, thousands of persons—250,- 
000 by one estimate—actually refused to be listed 
v\hen the enumerators called on them. 

Apathy? Lethargy? This sounds much moi'e like 
anger and disgust. 

Nor is it difficult to guess why many Canadians 
would take such a negative, but hardly indolent, or 
unfeeling attitude to the election. Some reasons are 
ob\ious. 

For one, the exceedingly geiieixjus increase In pay 
the legislators gave themselves still rankles in a multi¬ 
tude of minds: that, and the absenteeism frtm the 
Commons that still continued despite the concurrent 
emphasis on the full-time natuie of the MPs’ responsi¬ 
bilities, will have somewhat soured a pert of the popu¬ 
lace cm politicians in general, legardl^ of party. 

For another, some reluctance to favor either of 
the two major parties with votes must be generated— 
«nd one would be blind to pretend otherwise—by the 
television images of their leaders..Without expres.sing 
an opinion on the comparative verity of their elec¬ 
tronic presences, neither Mr. Peai'son nor Mr. Diefen- 
baker u-sually appears to advantage on the video screen, 
and this Is the only place most Canadians see them. 

Then, no doubt, a wideapiead feeling among the 
potential electors will be annoyance at being called 
upon a vote for federal candidates, at no sotall ex¬ 
pense either, for the third time in less than four years. 
And with no necessity. For Mr. Pearson’s government 
w as clearly not in danger of defeat. 

Finally, and this will be a factor-of considerable 
importance, there will be a large body of previously 
Liberal-attached voters w-ho are not keen to go Con¬ 
servative. not ready to vote outright socialist, but who 
ai-e rightly dismaj^ at the kind of govemineni their 
iMiUots helped produce la.st time, and in no mood to 
assist in its return to power. 

None of this can be put down as apathj^ But 
esery Canadian who now sits on his hands in nustra- 
tion or protest should ask himself: Is silence at the 
poUa loud enough. speciHc enough, to be heard and 
undereiood? Or is voting for theparty or the candidate 
conning closest to his principles and nil wants for the 
nation the ciMrer way of getting across hit message? 

A Vital Issue 

S INCE HE IS HIMSELF an honorable man Prime 
Minister Pearson is undej'standably irked by elec¬ 
tion charges of corruptiort in his goveinment, but in 
discussing the Rlv'ard case he ne\’ertheless soft pedals 
the lnvol\enient of his administration. 

Justice took its proper coui-se. he says, and noth¬ 
ing was hidden. Two people connected with the gov¬ 
ernment had that connection severed immediately after 
the Dorlon Inquiry findings. 

The effects of the Dorion report were wider than 

that. 

In his report Chief Ju-stice Dorion cited one mini¬ 
sterial assistant as offering a bribe and be is now 
U'fore the courts on criminal charges; one of the prime 
minister’s parliamentary assistants was found to have 
committed a “i-eprehensible act” and subsequently re¬ 
signed; another ministerial executive assistant was 
similarly indicted, and yet another was held to have 
acted'^impinidently.” 

In addition as a result tlw justice minister was 
fotced to give up his portfolio as such. 

The Dorion report was therefore fairly sweeping 
in its assessment of the behavior of highly placed gov¬ 
ernment officials. 

Apart from the Rivard involvonent some other 
government members figured in matters of public 
notice. Two cabinet ministers were mentioned in rela¬ 
tion to furniture deals regarded as questionable and 
another resigned from office and faces trial on alleged 
iiifluence-petkUlng in a racetrack cate. 

There Is more to the matter of integrity in gover¬ 
nance than two persons ccmnected with the Rivard 
case. 

It cannot be foi^otten either that earlier on Mr. 
I’carson distributed a minute to his cabinet colleagues 
emphasizing the avoidance of conflicting interests while 
they held office and stressing the proUty expected of 
those in high government circles. His predecessor as 
prime minister apparently never found any reminder 
of this kind to be necessary. 

One can readily believe that tli« Rivard case gave 
Ml', Pearson more worry than any other thing in all 
his years of public seivice, but the foregoing Instances 
nevertheless underline that moral integrity in gover¬ 
nance is a matter of vital public concern and has its 
rightful place in the election campaign issues. 

It is in fact the most important Issue of all. 

For Those Left Out 

T he processing of the Canada Pension Plan has 
gone so far that it will take effect in its present 
fotm next January ii^pectlve of the result of the 
election. But this does not mean that the last word 
has been written on the question of old age security. 

The ugly fact remains In the plan devised by the 
Liberal government that nearly 2,500,000 Canadians, 
retiied or near retiring, will get little or nothing from 
it. They will be asked to .subsist on S75-a-month old 
iige [>ayment.s when infliation is nibbling seriously at 
the dollar's purehasing power. 

It is admitted on all sides that a pension plan 
must begin somewheie, and there will always be some 
people who by their age group will not be in a position 
to contribute or to receive. 

Mr. Peai'son ha.s decided the government can do 
nothing for these people. They are just unlucky. 'Fhe 
Opposition paMies—notably the Consoivatlves and the 
MDI>_(hink something can and should be done. 

Their proposal is that the old-age 8e<*urity pay¬ 
ment should 1^ raised to $100 a month as a partial 
aileviant for senior citizens’ exclusion from pension 
plan tenefiLs. As contributions to the CPP will initially 
greatly outwefgh withdrawals, the economics of this 
course are not unsound, particularly if we admit we 
ere ojieraiing s welfare .slate.

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Willow Blameless

( RACKKI) FOIMIATION (F.N., 
VU-toria — The willow trt'e close to 
your home could have been a con¬ 
tributing lactor but it is not the direct 
cause of your cracked foundation. 
Tree-roots can heave up and cracit a 
sides^alk or driv«*way. but ft is most 
unlikely they would penetrate or even 
touch rhe vertical wall of a house 
foundation. 

This trouble usually occurs in 
heavy soil with a lot of clay In it 
Such soil shrinks as it loses moisture; 
I think every gardener on heavy clay 
soil must have noticed cracks in the 
lawn in dry weather, caused by this 
shrinkage. 

Ordlnaiily, your house foundation 
receives a lot of support from the 
sodl piled against It, but when clay 
soil is permitted to dry out, it j^irinks 
AWAY from the concrete, and lack¬ 
ing this customary support, the foun¬ 
dation walls crack under the weight 
of the hcMise. Tree root.s tlose to the 
house will puU moisture out of the 
soil at a fantastic rate, thereby con¬ 
tributing to the drying-out process. 

Generally !q>eaking, it is unwise 
to plant any deciduous' tree closer to 


the house than its ultimate height; 
that is, a leaf-losing tree which is 
expected to grow to a height of 30 
feel shouldn’t be planted closer than 
30 feet from the foundation. Poplais 
and willows are extiaordlnarlly 
thirsty trees and are notorius offend¬ 
ers in this way. Needle-bearing ever¬ 
greens are safer, however, and may 
be planted somewhat closer than their 
ultimate height 


and kot-p it growing in a sunt^ win¬ 
dow indoors, but the plant is really 
far too big for the average home, 
often growing well over six feel tall 
and with leaves up to three feet 
across. TTiere is no trick at all in 
starting new plants, though, find the 
.«e<>d.s are available from almost eve,ry 
.'tHtd firm. The beautifully marked 
b<‘an-like seeds, incidentally, are 
poisonous if taken internally. It is 
customary to soak the seeds in a 
saucer of water for 24 hours before 
sowing, and this is the danger period 
when small children are liable to find 
and eat them.

MULTI-NATION 

BABYSITTER

ami her tales of past years are in¬ 
teresting because hers has been a 
life almost entirely tleroted to the 
care of children, tehom she tores, 
and because of tthom she has Ural 
in many countries. 

Born Way Montgomery, in 
Stainesi England, she tea* the 
middle one of a large family of 1 5. 
Her father teas a designer of Hum 
leum patterns, and famous for 
irork popular in the I ictorian age. 

“We De%er went for a diive,” she re- 
cails. “but what my father would note a 
spray of gj-eenery or a ccJorful s|M^d of 
flowers, and st<^ the horses so that he 
might sketch what would later be inew- 
pomted into a pattern." 

About the turn of the century MwJt- 
gomery was invited to go to Germany and 
market his floor-covering designs, so the 
whole family was transported to a little 
factor>’ village near E2>erswi)de, and as by 
this lime May eras a nearly grown young 
lady, she lemembers a great deal that was 
new and fascinating about this period of 
her life. ^ 

It intrigued tbe Montgomery diitdren that 
the mill ^v'o^kers wore ^'oodell ctogs. Stopping 
in town involved a three-mile walk tbrou^ lovely 
forest, which delisted them. What they dithi't 
enjoy was the fact that the Boer War beuig 
barely over and tbe German*, of eourae. being 
very definitely pro-Boer, they were often chased 
and shouted at by the village chikhw. 

' In spite of Uiii. when Christmas came, the 
young Montgomerys decided that they wouldn't 
he discouraged but would go forth as they always 
bad at home, and sing their Oristmas Eve 
carols. And Boer War or not. an armistice seems 
to have been declared for Nad, and the eardlers 
were well received. 

“Lights went up all over the place," smiled 
May. "in all the upstairs easement windowK, and 
Bight-capped heads eanae popping out to bsten!** 

Mrs. Montfpneiy must have been one at 
thoNe natural good Samaritans who always seem, 
luckily for those in need, to be handy, capaMe, 
and very Willing to help in an emergency. Ste 
was always looUag after aotneone. and was par¬ 
ticularly good with children, ao that her daugh¬ 
ter. May. came honestly by her affectxa for 
young things. As soon as she was oM enough 
for a job, the gfri found one as eompankm-tHirse 
to a family with diili^en, and was so outstand* 

'' Ingly good in her chosen metier that, in a field 
which doesn't usually encounter much in the way 
of fame or acknondedgement, she was in constant 
demand As her small charges grew beyond need 
of her. she went on to the next home - and found 
herself eagerly welcomed. She has cared for 
youngsters ir many notable hemes on the con¬ 
tinent. in England, and In .Scotland, but In none 
of these was she quite so happy as with a series 
of Japanese bousehcrids in which she lived. 

Her first experience with an Oriental family 
was in London. Madame Supawara, wife of the 
Japanese vice-consul, had heard about Miss Mont¬ 
gomery, and begged that ahe would come and 
take cere of small ton Tsumetaki. 

It was a happy situation. Ihe nurse-com¬ 
panion was royally treated in more ways than 
one. She was presented with tickets to certain 
royal occasions at Windsor, garden parties and 
so on. which Madame Sugawara was imable to 


attend, and was considered so Indispensable that 
her employers frequently went with, her on her 
day off to visit her family, now once more in 
England. 9 k didn't mtod. Sbe found Japanese 
home life warm and rewarding. 

She Was with Madame Sugawara for aeveral 
years, 'nien. unexpectedly, an order came from 
Tokyo for the return to the East, from T^nraton. 
of consul-general Sakata, who, requiring a nurse 
for his own bat^ for the jounrwy, promptly pulled 
a little rank. He demanded the excellent Miu 
MootKumery—and got her. So she went to Tokyo. 

SIk was pleased about this, but bad sbptK 
lated that she should be giva an oKxvtimity to 
see something of Japan. It was agreed that ar¬ 
rangements should be nutde for her to go sight¬ 
seeing. However, she had been to Tokyo bttle 
more than a month, and had seen next to nothing 
of the beauties of the land of cherry bkawoms. 
when Mr. Sakata, in hli turn, was obliged to 
kow tow to ■ supertor. A cable came hrom Lost- 
don. from Japanese Prince Takugawa. His wife 
was expecting Iheir first child, and be would have 
no other nurse but Miss Monlgomecy. Sakata 
would Uadty return the lady to London imme¬ 
diately. 

May was dismayed. She didn't want to go. 
She wanted to see Japan. Why could His Hi^ 
ne«a not get a trained nurse, which she hersetf 
was not? Her arguments got her nowhere, and 
■he duly returned to Ijondon. From then on she 
worked only In Japanese homes. 

She had always done all dw aewinc fair ber 
smaU charges, and in the ease of tbe young 
prin«. ihe exeelled herself. Sha asked her ar- 
tiitic father'a advice on eotori lor toe boy, and 
the result!, mainlytln moas-grcmi and goU, de¬ 
lighted the parents, ‘nicy couldn't do enough far 
ber happiness. 

Hoover, after a time K seemed that Canada 
and a freer nwde of life called.

HER CAREER WAS CHILDREN 
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Wilfrid Gibson of Metchosin 
Lived With Oweekeena Indians 
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By M\R€\RET WILUAMS 

It is ineviiable that as time goes 
on those tcho remember the old 
tffoys and customs »cUI find such 
memories ^rotcinjv dimmer^ or 
they tcill think, perhaps, that there 
are fete noicadays who would be 
interested in their foies. There is 
one man, firing in Metchosin, who 
vividly remembers his childhood 
days when his playmates were the 
Indian r/iiMr«n of the Oweekeena 
tribe of Rivers Inlet. 

The man is Wilfrid Gibson, bom in 
Newcastle-on-Tyne, England, in the year 
1886. He came to Canada with his par¬ 
ents. a brother and a sister, in 1889. The 
family travelled on the Gerona, landing m 
Quebec after a three-week voyage. The 
Ceixina, by the way, uas wrecked on her 
return vo>age. 

In ElntfUnd. his fa(h«r. WUliam Hewisoo 
Gib»on. axntded a missionary meeting at which 
tha Rev Thomas Crosby was speaker. Aa a re¬ 
mit. he eniered the mtssionaiy field for the 
Methodist Church and was posted, that aame 
year, to Rivers Inlet, in the wilds of British 
Columbia William was enthusiastic about hia 
work and he was at.'io a vciy fine amateur 
photographer and his son, Wilfrid, who eventually 
became one of the Victoria s weli-knowrH photog¬ 
raphers. haK. in his poasession many {Mriceless 
photographs of the Indians and their w-ay of life. 

The Cii^’^on family travelled to Rivers Inlet 
on the ship Barbara Boscewitz. skipfiered by CafK 
tain Williams. From her quiet En^ish home to 
Rivers' Inlet where they wera the only while 
people for >milei around, came Kate Gibsoo, her 
husband and her fhree small cnildien. Naturally, 
they could speak none of the Indian tongues 
but belure very long the whole family could 
eonverse fluenily in Chinook — the language 
eonQ{>osed of English. French Canadian and 
native Indian. The children played happib' with 
ttie Indian children and with them spoke some 
of (he Kwakiuil longue, the true native language. 
The Indi'ins. m turn, picked up some Chinook 
and English 

The Gilison children had no toys or playthings 
M. aa children do, they made do with what they 
auuld find and they found two delightful baby 
eeaU which they kept In a pen. Every day Uiey 
tied rofies around their tails and toi^ them to 
ttie lagoon for a swim. One day one of the 
animals esraiied hut returned proudly carrying 
a salmon. From then on the family had a supply 
of fish. 

To Kate Gibson this was indeed a stran^^ 
new world. Wilfrid recalls her first tea party 
at Rivers Inlet. They lived at the rear of the 
diurch which was built on stilts. On this par¬ 
ticular day three women of the Oweekeena tribe 
came to call. After peering through the window 
they came to the hack door and were admitted. 
Mrs Gibson was baking bread. The Indians 
squatted on the floor, refusing chairs, and 
waiehed the baking with interest. They ate hot 
buns and drank lea and were eqiecially interested 
In the milk and sugar. They left happily bear¬ 
ing gifts of freshly baked bread. 

Young Wilfrid and his brother used to watch 
the Indian women digging edible roots which 
were an im{M>rtanl part of their diet. For this 
task they used a thin wooden shovel, {Hvliahly 
made of yew. The men of the 0^veekeena were 
hunters and fishermen, fishing for the canneries 
ai the held of Rivers Inlet. For their own food

they fished the river. They caught hundreds of 
pounds ot euluchons which they used for many 
purposes They were a source of "butter'' and 
they were Used as candles. The small fish were 
dri^ and bent and used' to a standing position 
with the head up and a rock holding the tail. 
The fish head was lighted and this was the chief 
source of illumination except for the fires which 
burned on ihe ground in the centre of the wooden 
bouses. 

Ibe houses erf the Oweekeena were built of 
split cedar planks with a hole in the roof for the 
smoke to escape. The wurnen of the region 
made very beautiful baskets woven from split 
roots anc* the men carved wooden spoons and 
muck-a-muck (food) dishes of all sizes, some 
large enough for the children to ride in on the 
river. These dishes were usually flat-bottomed 
and nicely curved with rounded ends. 

The young Gibson boys were intrigued by the 
Indian way of disposing of their dead. Each 
corpse was placed on a bed to a "dead house." 
Their moat treasured possessions were>splaced 
beside diem for use in the next life and\food 
was nearby. Ibe doors were closed'but 
often the curious children would peep insidd at 
the gruesome sight. Eventually the body would 
decompose, the bed would rust way. and the 
bones come to a final resting place on the 
earthom floor. Sometimes they would place their 
dead high in the trees, laying them on boards. 
The Rev. Mr. Gibson eventually taught them the 
Christian way of burial but old customs die hard 
and they sUU built a "deed house" over the 
grave.' 

ITie Oweekeena were great swimmers and 
bathers. Men, women and children together 
splashed happily in the river. Nudity, to them, 
was quite natural. Tiny children were thrown 
by the leg out into the running water, amidst 
shouts of laughter. There were many willing 
hands to pull the tots to safety. Swimming, 
oonsequenily, was learned at a very early age. _

At R^ers Inlet the Gibson family was priyW 
legeu to aitend several ul li c hTsioric (wtlaiciiei 
and Wilfrid Gibson remembers one most vividly, 
when the Ca|>e Mudge Indians were the toviied 
guests. The Rivers Inlet chief had accumulated 
several thousand dollars to give away. They held 
a sea lion hunt going far out to sea and capturing 
4U very young animals, weighing 4b pounds 
apiece. Ttwy brought them in in their canoes 
and corralled them on the shore. 

The Cape Mudge Indians arrived in a great 
fleet ol sea-going canoes, bringiitg their women 
and children. ITie sea lions were killed and 
skinned and cut into chunks about the size ot a 
man s list. A stew was preiiared in great iron 
cooking pots called "kaie pots. " Beans and itce 
were added. The potlatch was held in tiH> Htg 
House, the house ul Chief Pootias. All tins, 
seen through the eyes ot a 10-year-old boy, re¬ 
mains as clear in his memory today as il was 
then. 

A platform had been bull, ajtsruss the end ot 
the Big House where sat the two chiefs and a tew 
other dignitaries. Three cooking tires, placed 
down the centre, smoked and glowed and the 
sea lion stew simmered in the giant pots. '1 ha 
stew was served in large basins to evciyone 
present. Any leftovers wei« emidied into a larga 
cloth tied into a bag and this was taken home. 

After the meal the chk-l spoke, stres'iing 
friendship for the people of Cape- Mudge. He 
had gifts lor all. The men ot the tribe disirP 
buied silver dollars to the women and chihlron 
of the visiting tribe. The men next received SS 
gold pieces and iater the higher dignitaries were 
given $20 gold pieces. Chief Pouilas then [M-e- 
sented Ihe visiting chief wiUi a huge ocean-going 
canoe, between 3U and 40 feet in length and six 
to eight feet to width, beauiitUlly carved and 
painted. Each family received also a gifi oC 
Hudson s Bay blankets. 

The potlatch was not wiuiciu; entertainment. 
The men performed tiK ancient tribal duiues 
wearing colorful garments ol woven cedar bark 
and grotesque ceremonial masks. Wilfrid Gib¬ 
son believes that few white men were ever 
privilo-te** to witness one of the old-time ixii- 
latches. 

...Juth-to-mouth resuscitation is something 
comparatively new to most of us but Mr. Git^ 
sm, as a boy, watched in wonder while an In¬ 
dian medicine man, dressed in traditional garb, 
with fiainted face, long hair, and wearing around 
his neck a string ol shells, bear's teeth and a 
squirrel s skull attenH'ied to revive a child 
by this method. He had visitod the sick child 
on several occasions to perform his dances and 
chanting. iThe parents had much more faith io 
his ministrations than to William Gibson s at¬ 
tempts to help. When aU«^ise had failed the man 
applied mouth-to-mouth resuscitation, perhaps '20 
times. The chjid,^unfortunateiy. was b^ond help. 

In the year disaster struck at Rivera 
Inlet and a tidal ^vave and the ensuing gale con\- 
pletely destroyed the Gibson's house. The terri¬ 
fied Kate and her mother, who had anived from 
England the year before, watched helplessly the 
water rising in the house. Mr. Gibson, arriving 
In time to see his home practically under water, 
rowed across the river entering through flie 
dining room window in his boat. How thankful 
Kate was to see him! 

The Indians, says Wilfrid Gibson, were com¬ 
pletely honest. In the house had been a box con¬ 
taining some $800 belonging to the tribe. Ttiey 
had given it to his father for safekeeping. After 
the debacle when the water had receded the In¬ 
dians joined In the search fur the rntmey which 
was all in gold and silver with the excepti<H) rt| 
a $5 bill. Every cent was found ffral re^umctl ex¬ 
cept lot the bill which had been found and de¬ 
stroyed by some children. 

At Rivers Inlet Kate Gihson gave birth to 
three children, two boys and a girl, without Ix-ne- 
fit of nurse or doctor. One bat>y b«)y died soon 
aCA>r it was born and llic father, after attending 
his wife, had to make tlie small coffin and bury 
his son.

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Victoria Gave 
Hong Kong Vets 
Warm Weicome

ThouMnda of eager Victorians 
iined Eaquimalt dockt throughout 
October, 1945 —20 yeitra ago. 

With tdl the fanfare they eould 
ntualer, the cheering crowds 
greeted sons, husbands and bro- 
ihera, as repatriated Japanese 
prisonera^f-tcar poured into this 
city in the months foUowing V-J 
Day. 

Among the ships delivering Hong Kong 
veterans was the Dniled States transport 
Admiral C. F. Hughes. As she slid along¬ 
side the pier, she was welcomed by cheers, 
military bands, and the screaming sirens 
ftnd whistles of nearby ships. 

Lining her rails were almost 2,000 
American ser\1cemen, who waved gaily at 
the reception, throning cigarettes and 
Japanese currency to those on the dock. 
Also aboard were 1.200 British vet«wis 
and 157 Canadian soldiers and airmen. 

Four B.C. mm were «bu<ird th« Admiral 
liuehes. SiKnaimen Anthony F. Grimatoo and 
Arthur B. Squire*, of this city, umI two aoldlert 
of Vancouver and Kelowna were welcomed by 
Lieutenaot'Gov'ernor W. C. Woodwrard and Mrs. 
Woodward. 

The British trot^ were taken to Fort Ma¬ 
caulay, the airmen to Patricia Bay airport, elvil- 
lans to a fonner RCAF hospital at Colwood. The 
rejoicing crowd stood in respectful silence wb« 
stretcher cases, first to land, came off the ship, 
bound for Victoria Military Hospital (the Young 
Building on the old college campus). Eight 
Queen Alexandra Imperial Army nurses. impri»' 
oned since the surrender of Hong Kong, went la 
Gordon Head. 

As the weary veterans piled aboard wafting 
buses, Red Cross women handed them fruit and 
"other comforts.'* 

One the most enthUMastic welcomers was 
Lance Corporal Lionel Speller. Today, sparitplug 
of the iocaf Hong Kong Veterans’ Associatkn, ho 
lives at 3628 Sa.^ch Road. He returned to Vie- 
iH-ia on the General Langfitt a week befoi* 
many of *'s comrades arrived in the Admiral 
Hughes. Mr. Speller greeted them at the dock 
IMion Jack in hand. 

These 20-year-old memories ot many Vl> 
loriaai recently were recalled by a letter to 
editors of The Daily falaalat from a resident ol 
Birmingham. England. Percy Constable, BEM. 
eras one of the BriUsh veterans brought to this 
etty by the Admiral Hughes. >

A stretcher bearer ta the Suffolk Regiment, 
his imit landed at Sing ap ore on Jan. B. 1M2: 
"DurtBg the days in aetian.'' he recaUs, "I 
brought in 31 wowded men and sent them back 
to the hospital. After returning from the hos¬ 
pital during the afteraocn of F-b. IS. the mes¬ 
sage came that cease lire would taka place at 
4 p.m., and every soldwr was to surrender.

The rest tiBiied out to be work on the 
Bims “deuth railway,'' the site of whiidi was 
reached after four days and nights of o-aveOhic 
Id cattle ears—31 men aqueesed faito each truck. 

'rite wont at three and ooenhalf years In eap- 
tiviiy was yet to eome After oompleting tiw rail¬ 
way, the exhausted prisoners were crowded 
aboard the “HeO Ship.” 

”... The Japanese tried to get everyone 
to one hold, wMch they then w e re going to baltea 
down. But. aRer much beattog, our troops were 
allowed Just port of the open deck. Here, they 
had to stay through alt weather. The menu wu 
rice and cioTy powde r . 

“Our ship raa toao a typhoon and ran agroieid 
at FceiDciaa. Some of Che other ships with tai 
were bombed and many lives were lost. We were 
taken on another ship to Japan. This k aherc 
our freedom eventually came.” 

Mr. Qmtable and fellow POWt learned cf 
V-J Day in this manner 'The Nip in charge 
of the camp told us, 1 know you know but I don't 
know the war Is over.* 

"TWa b the way we learned our freedom 
had comet” 

Mr. Cmiatabie summed up hii more than 

years of hrutality. starvadoR. aickness and 
death in two words: “hard work.*’ 

Shipped to Manila, where the liberated pris¬ 
oners boarded the Admiral Hughes, he described 
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the voyage to Vteloria. “We were treatrd e» 
celleally Everything was done for uur rumfoet 
Ow questlocia were a n ewe i e d cm-r the ladto 
anch day to prepare ua to meet a new wisrld. 

“It was a graal light as are dorkrd at Vito 
taria lo sm the gnat cr o wd waiOng lo greet m. 
In the ettmrd were aoBM SalvttHR>«ta. wMA 
pleased me as I eatried an aervieet throughoM 
toe POW dayi. 

“The kindness of the Oanadtan penfile ia mm 
whieh will never be forgotten. It is my hope toal 
one day I srill be prtviieged to >«e ViriMa 
again . . , ** 

Finally reaching England on the CanadM 
hospital ship Lady Nelaon. he said it "was great 
to find all my loved ones areli. 1 have much la 
thank God for and the thoughl toai people have 
helped us on our way.” 

Mr. Conslable later was awarded the BmUb 
Empire Medal ‘to recognitian at the long ho«n 
he i|wnt with cholera patlmla. and lor unttrtog 
work and spiritual seivlee rendrrrd he somto 
times only tevtng two hours' sleep each day. 

''When toe prisoners were later ^hipfied to 
Japan. Mr. Constable agabi acted as padre «■ 
the teat, which was wrecked, and hr helped 
many of the sick to safety . . .** 

Earlier, he had received the Oak Leaf M l.IX 
for “gallant and eoursgeobs service " as a me^ 
leal orderly. 

Sergeant Ray Squires. 3642 Ferasrao^ 
stepped off toe Admiral Hughra to lie met by wtfa 
Marianne. At the time, his only <x>mment w»i 
”Japa would make good fertilizer.’' 

His comrades had more to say. "Ray 
Squires was as sick as anyone In toe c«mp. huf

Previousljr, 
the pruson iiad been a BrsUsh-Iiidian army lun^ 
mer camp. 

• '*! stayed in the Canadian hoapital In camp.** 
he Myi. "During Utose years there were about 
300 diptheria casea, malaria, dysentery Se 
many died Iwcaiiae (here was no lerum. Once, 
1 remeintier. there were five deaths in one day. 
But twothree a day was norma] . . .** 

He said the priaoDers tcnew of the atomic 
bomtn thruugh the grapevine. Ihey learned ol 
puce wiicn Allied planes dropped leaflets tnet 
the camp. That night, ttie Japfbeu guards stole 
•way without a word; the prUnoeni awoke the 
neat morning to find the eamp to themselves.

Atariher Hung Kooe veteran of the Signal 
Curin is Tony Grimston, 17S0 Taylor.

POW^. 

Of interest is the "scientifically pl.-inned** 
diet and recreation provided the Asian vwerans 
aboard the ships delivering them to Canada. For 
example, the 2,100 men of HMS Implacable con¬ 
sumed 6.0011 chickens. 4.000 tins of fruit and vege¬ 
tables, and thousands of eggs daily during 
voyage. 

Ihc flat-top's stem elevator, used for raLstng 
and hswerirg aircraft, was converted to a staeo 
for concerts, plays and films. A swimming |xxil 
was constructed on deck, and Ihe men could play 
hockey baseball, soccer and hold foot races. . 

Baseball, said one of the ship's officers, was* 
tbe most hectic. During one game, he said ' w* 
kKt 24 balls over the side in two hours!”

"Many of the 400 Gorman merchant seafren 
at a prisoner-of-war work camp here .say They

Aey were treated to hot hatha, fresh civilian 
clothing and good food. 

One of the women told of seeing her husband, 
wtw had only one arm, forced to stand at atteh*

A blaring Hre, tea and flawera in tbe Ool* 
wood Golf Club caused the women to break down 
in tosrs. "We havra't teen anything like it in 
years." they said. 

The ladies later were taicen on a shopping 
tour. 

Upon airival in Victoria on the Admiral 
Hugh« the eight army nurses had but one urge 
—a hot bath 

In the t-vening of Oct. U. another U.S. trans¬ 
port. Gosper, docked at Esquimau with 55 Can¬ 
adians and 39S British ex-POWs. Gosper re¬ 
ceived the "most rousing" welcome yet accorded 
the returning prisoners. Excited croMids rushed 
the duekyard gates, knocking the guards their 
feet. According to The Colostlsti “The wall of 
sirens greeted the ship, long delayed in her ar¬ 
rival from Manila. Even before the ship could 
be seen, crowds were gsihering un Ihe govero- 
menl JetW. to greet the returning men. 

”As she hove in sight, every inch of the rail 
was lined with servicemen, mainly Amerienns, 
and the ship was outlined with the glow of flash¬ 
lights held by the petseiigers. The Gosper was 
made fast at 9:15 p.m., but not until 9:45 was 
the first of the tfuee atreteher cases carried 
down the gangplank, as rtavy and army personnel 
attempted lo clear a route for the \’Cterans to 
reach the buses thst took them lo Gordon Head 
Camp ** 

One of Gosper's tired passengers was met 
fay high-razdeing RCN officers C^pt. Oliver L- 
Gordon. MVO. RN. had led his cruiser HMS 
Sxeter and two destroyer* agakisl nine Japanese 
warships In the March. 1942. Battle of Java Sea. 
When his ships sank. Capt Gordon and survivors 
were picked up by the Japanese, and placed in 
an unrogistered prison camp for live months— 
where talking was a puntshaMe offence

As the "repats" continued stroaming Into 
Pacific Northwest ports. Ottawa announced that 
•Tocreased rations of butter, sugar and meat*’ 
would be granted the former POWs upon their 
return 

Two British civilian oouides. captured to tha 
Xndfan Ocean by a German raider and turned 
•ver to the Japanese, were among thoee brought 
to Victoria. Guests of local Red Orosa officials^ 
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Wh^n I flet€ into the Solomon 
Iglands iHoy, 1964, the sights that 
remained of the Japanese War 
filled me tcilh ave. People in the 
northern hemisphere collect relics 
of tear as a thing of the past* In 
Europe even the barbed wire has 
been cleared from the sites of car¬ 
nage. This is not so in the islands 
of the South Pacific. 

!dy flight from A u stralia 
touched down in New (Guinea. 
When tee lifted from the runuwiy 
in Ixte the sight of a rusted ship on 
the beach drew my attention. I 
quickly nudged the young Chinese 
sitting beside me as I first glimpsed 
the hull in turquoise water below. 

“What was that?" I hurriedly a.sked, 
pointing below. 

"Ooh, that’s ole Japanese ship. Him 
irink along last war. Islands full of same 
aight." he sang. 

That explanation aroused my curiosity The 
blue form of the decaying ship, Its coIot var>'mg 
to the rhythm of the sea. suddenly brought me 
Into contact with history. Until a month ago I 
didn’t even know that Guadalcanal was in the 
British fk>lomon Islands. 
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We touched dem-n at Henderson Airfield on 
Guadalcanal at &'0S p.m. and emerged from the 
air-eonditkined plane into the muggy heat of the 
tropics literally gasping for air. My godfather, 
Ted Marriott, publications officer for the South 
Pacific Commission, met me. As we drove the 
ei£d>t miles to Honiara, th« capital. 1. happened 
to mention the unusual sight over New Guinea. 
Hia only remark was: “If you thought that was 
spectacular there are more surprises for you 
than I had counted upon.” 

I spent four months with Ted and In 0tat 
time learned more about the last war in the 
Pacific than I had ever known in schooL In 
Honiara itself, across from the police station an 
old U.S. aircraft sits like an empty crab shell. 
Ted casually tokj me it had been there sinee '43 
and the fire department regularly smothered the 
relic with "petrol " and used the resultant flare-up 
as a tvactlce drill. 

One weekend we flew in a small six^s- 
svnger plane to the Western Solomons to take 
photos of the logging industry. For an hour and 
a half flight we searchetf numerous coral reefs, 
active, ^rmant, and extinct volcanoes, and 
spotted several old ru.sied hulls lying moikmlest 
in the still, picturesque waters. We landed at 
Gizo on an old U.S. airstrip. The airfield was 
still in fair condition. 22 years later. The sur¬ 
face,-made from crushed coral. wa.s an invention 
of the "yanks" as a substitute for asphalt. They 
extracted coral from the reefs at low tide, 
covered the proposed runway and then packed 
It with heavy rollers. 

We met an old timer at Glzu. Fred Palmer. 
He'd lived in the Islands most of his life and had 
married a white girl whose father, Captain Sven- 
son. was the first trader in the Solonvms. The 
story goes that the captain built his first house 
on stilts 16 feet above ground, to di.seourage can¬ 
nibals from attacking. The Palmer children are, 
to my knowledge, the only whites to have grand¬ 
parents buried In the .Solomons. 

Mr and Mrs. Palmer were a gregarious 
couple, both proud to show us the souvenirs they 
had collected from the natives. Huge cartridge 


shells used at ash trays stood by every chair 
in their home. The biggest was more than three 
feet tall and about six inches in di.imeler. They 
emptied them once a year They told us taJet 
of their children finding everythin!; after the war 
from live bullets to parachutes 

One item In particular that caught my aya 
was a miniature model of an airman about It 
inches high. * On his back was a mtidewad 
leather pack. The statue was made from lead 
and the pack used to contain a miniature para¬ 
chute. Mr. Palmer said he had written to Dm 
U nited States trying to find any informattoa an 
why these %vere used. The reply said there was 
no record of such an object The Palmers 
thought they were dummy parachulista But 
would give an optical illusion of men to 9ie 
distance. This was a sound argument, but why 
trouble to iwoduce such a replica? 

On our return from Henderson Field. Ted 
pointed out an old Japanese anti-aircraft gua 
sitting in the tall grass. We stopped. Tha 
setting was so realistic one would expect to find 
a few under-nouri:ihed Japs fleeing in fear. 

As I found my way around Honiara I wan¬ 
dered through some of the more colorful parts of 
the town, and came upon children playing aoMier 
with an old metal helmet. Ted said the aativt 
women prized them as cooking utensils. At the 
market square early in the morning villagers ar¬ 
rived in (rfd army jeeps tn-inging the w-eeks’ priK 
duce. The wobble of the four wheels made ttw 
vehicle sway along the road like an old cow 
trotting. How the t-landers ever kept them 
ning. I’ll never know. And why the police rvea 
allowed them to be licensed, is a mystery. 

I was Invited to go into the jungle with an 
entomolc^st several timet searching for a rare 
species of butterfly. I spent most of my time 
stumbling over the litter of war. We hiked ov^ 
terrain where men had crawled on their bellies 
In battle attempting to move without being 
spotted. New grass in the rolling hilM outlined 
bomb craters. In our curiosity wc continually 
stooped to expose battered shells, splinters of 
shrapnel and a rusted gun nozzle Hanging oo 
a tree deep in the bush I found a rusted helmet

I often went with friends to see the interior 
to Guadalcanal Moat of the roadi wt travelito 
were made by U.S. mllltaiy men. Al one spot 
•oi far from Honiara a buIUuzer was unearthing 
buce qoomrt bull that had been need tor muni* 
tiaoa storage during the war. Oa toe Geological 
Ststton a few native boys wmblng lor toe survey 
oompany u«to the old huts aa dormitories. 

One ol the nxrc humorous sigMi sras an the 
btotanikau River An old U.S. bridjge firmly stood 
on her piles sCrelchtng toree-^liarttn tot width 
to the rive. The ervi that rested securely on 
ahore ha|>|iento to run along the hack of China¬ 
town A Chinese now owned the bridge and 
every Monday you could be eertabi to are hit 
fanuly's washing waving in Uw breeze on the 
bridge His numerous chUdren used It as a 
baefcyarti to play In. He was a wealthy charts 
tor srhose property was probably twice the value 


of any ether along the river. His 'pidgin' was 
too laat lor us but he had lived through the 
Guadalcanal campaign. 

The day I photographed toe bridge I had to 
wade through bis store, over the children and 
amad the lauadry to reach it. It was worto 
toe trouble though I did get stung by a svasp 
when [ climbed over tbe side onto a piling to 
take toe aaap. Tbe children watcMng were 
amused. 

Ibe srWte pebbly beach near Point Crttz, 
toe deep tea dock to Honiara, was always littered 
with rusted Iran. Old barge ponloans. bridge 
Boats and oomigated runway strips shifting in 
the oontiDuous surge of the sea. Ibe sound of 
the metal ttrips of runway would bring back 
memoriet to amne. I could imagine hearing 
great rumbling aircraft rattling into a landing 
on the makethift strip. But the noise that toon 
become matt familiar to me was the rattle of ear 
dres as owners backed their cars out of drive- 
wsys bi the early mornings. Every home with 
a steep grade Ibwd Ha surface with toe meial 
tostead of gravel or hardtop. And tbe few people 
srho kept livettoek would Inevitably use ttie 
sheets in in upright position for fences. Tlia 
IMS of scrap seemed latlimited.

Tbe expanse of water between Guadalcanal 
and Save Inland. 10 or U miles wide, had been 
given toe name cd Iron Buitom Sound. It seem.Hl 
appropriate as the bottom was lit«'ally lined 
with metal The Battle of Savo on August 9, 
1M2. whe r e fcxir Allied cruisers and one destroyer 
were siaik Is second only in its aeverity to Pearl 
Harbor. The Japanese lost two destroyers 

Woriung with tbe Solomon Islanders for three 
moelhs 1 soon got to know toeir ways. One fellow 
in particular told me about his war. At first 
he had been a porter few the Japanese. 11100 fie 
sided with the Americans Kta only vivid memory 
was of Americans giving him big cigars to smoke. 
He thought I sras an American but of the non¬ 
smoking vintage. He was our cook and enjoyed 
burning bamboo. When the airtight stalks are 
heated they burst, giving the report of a cannon. 
For miles aroimd at noon you could bear old 
Qiarlie's explosions. He continually muttereii, 
*Tt gi' nw feeling belong war.'’ 

Before I left the malaria-iofested islands, re¬ 
membered as being worse chan bell, I wem lor 
an afiensoon s drive to the western end of Guad.iU 
canal. It was a day of leisure—a Sunday if I ro- 
member correctly. We waded out to an old ship 
grounded oo the bearii. the remains of the wheel 
bouse covered in green foliage as if it had been 
recently eamouflaged and. was ready for battle. 
We climbed over another Japanese field gun 
sitting in the shade of a copra plantation. The 
most exciting part of the day was discovering 
a miniature submarine with 111 turrent sticking 
above the water mnd shifting sands. Tbe li-lo-tt 
bow was barely visible. Ihe hatch where tha 
men descended into the hull was so narrow a 
boy today would have trouble gening down It 
was even bard to imagine Japanese entering the 
dny aliening 

One of the wealthiest men in the Solomons, 
Ken Hay. was always full of stories. The posh 
hotel he owns, toe Mendana. named after tha 
Spanish explorer Alvaro Mendana who discm eri-d 
the islands in 1567. has all its upright beam.c cut 
from old masts of wrecked warships. Even the 
local mnis ciuh is made in thi.s manner. 

It seemed funny to me that less than eight 
years ago the Japanese returned to the islands, 
paid the government a sizable subsidy and col¬ 
lected ail the salvageable iron they could find. 
American nitns Japanese ruins, and any other 
ruins It's undoubtedly all manufaclurcd Ly 
now and on our markets ia ev^j^udd shape from 
garden tools to cracker-bok toys. Even after thi4 
grand salvage (he bearime to a new-comer sMl 
hold toe fascination of finding buried trea.«ijre. 
But for me the time I spent there was a shai p 
lesson in the eoatly futility of war.

LIFE AT BEAVER COVE 
IS BUSY and FRIENDLY 


One chilly fall evening, eome 
30 years ago, I boarded the Se, 
Venture oat of Vancouver, bound 
for a destinmion designated on the 
mnp only as Beaver Cove Ruins“ 
and the cartographers were so 
right! . _ 

ITe were scheduled to sail at 
8 o'clock, to arrive tU Beaver Cove 
the next morning, and in my abys^ 
mal ignorance of the eecentricitiee 
of coastal vess^, I teas quite per* 
turhed when the Irtading of freight 
went on and on, with Us occom* 
ponying racket of the winches, 
until well after 12. i just didn*t 
realize, being prairie bred, that 
these boats were the Ufa blood of 
the small communUies they served, 
up and doswi the Brkisk Columbia 
coast; and definitely, **time was 
VOT of the essence" when il came 
to the loading of vital freight. 

Finally, wv sailed and I settled my 
Bmail daughter in her ccmfifortable berth 
pi^paratory to getting aome rest myaetf. 
The only hitch was that Helen was over¬ 
excited and instead of going to sleep, she 
kept rolling around, giggling, turning the 
Ught switches on and off and in general 
making tike a spoiled Imt. 1 shoukl have 
been inured to any noiae, after the winches, 
but. mindful of the other passengers, I kept 
nagging at her be quiet, and finally said 
firmly, and loudly, ''For goodness sake 
SHUT UP.” To my uttw constomtion. a 
deep voice from the other side of the bulk¬ 
head boomed out, Wtterly: “Madam, why 
don’t you shut up—nnobody minds the 
child.” 

Thiii was my introduedoo to the type W boa 
bomic that existed between passengert on ttioae 
old ships ot the north. 

B e a rer Oove, situaWd on the aortheriy part 
of Vancouver Island, had iti first commercial

venture heCerc the First World War. srhen an 
Acuerican the name of White Invested his all 
(well over fl.000.000) to go Into the pulp business. 
It WM m smUtiouB vsBhve, but the aiie was 
Ideal, with the imali, perfect harboc. only IM 
miles from Vancouver and with a stand ot limber 
that was tabuJous—how eould as* looe with ouch 
a set-^p? 

Acaordiocly. a 300^oa pulp mlU was erected, 
together with a sbtngle mill and sawmill. There 
were 30 lubetaatlal houses built for the married 
empiiqreea, bUBldMusci a buue wharf, a feeeral 
store and a cookhouse at truly gargantuan pro- 
p o rt t u ns. 

'Ihey also diked that part of the Cove where 
the fresh water bum the Koktsh River is con* 
lhaent wtdi the see. the raeacai for this expensive 
(aiMl fijtlle tatdn-taking was so foat boats be put 
Into the fresh water 1o rid their bottoms of bar¬ 
nacles and other tea pesu. It was rarely. If ever, 
■aed. 

MisfortUTK dogged Mr WNte's footsteps from 
ttw very begfonlog, perhapa beeauae be turned a 
deaf ear to advice Cnxn those who were more 
experienced bi western methods--he was sn easi- 
emer—and his troubles multiplied until, after 
operating his mlU for Just Ifl months, be went 
broke. 

Among other ealainities. hii digestor tank, 
a eop e rete structure, leaked from the very start 
of opemtkn, in spite of constant attempts at 
repair, and the valuable Hquor for digesting the 
pu^ was dratapd away time after time. In 1920 
die mUi was finally closed. 

In 1106. file property was sold to Intematianal 
Marveaters. At the time, this company was still 
using a great deal of wood bi the manufacture 
ot farm maehbiery and It was decided to buy 
this ebaice stand of timber in order to Insure a 
goodly supply of kimber when needed However, 
(he uae of steel became more and more practical, 
•o that for many years the Harvesters held the 
tract, paying enormous taxes while their only 
aouree of revenue on it came from the rental 
of the houses to people svho amrbed in the aaw- 
mill of Wood and En^Wi at Englewood. KHt 
across the bay. 

TbcB came the depreaahxi and, the insuranea 
business being nil, my husband iccepted a Job 
with IntematlociaJ Harveatera at Beaver Om. 


flu work was varied, to say the least. Be was 
rent coHectar. customs officer lor the dee p aaa 
vessels that loaded lumber at Englawuud far lha 
U K. He was also postmaster, Fsthw Confeiaor 
and bitermediary bi the do mestfa affairs ef lha 
small eommunlty. 

That ia bow I came la be aboard the Sa. 
Venture that fall evening, ou my way hi meet 
my husband who had gone on before. Nor did 
I dream that, for many years to oocne, I would 
be an iaiegral part of coastal Ufe. In time, t 
came to love iti 

Our first bone at Beavar Ctwa waa a farm. 
Just a mile from the townsile—a big, weather¬ 
beaten old house, hand-buUt by an ex-deep^ea 
capuia by the name of Cbraey. Capf. Comey 
took up hoRMsiead rights on ihfo proporty kmg 
before the mill was built and work^ ipatmodiiv 
ally, never quite completing his required quota 
of clearing on (he ta^ When foe Hanmstara 
bou^f Mr. IBiHe’s tract, they de ci de d that (hey 
would also have to acquire Captain Cbmey's hoM- 
ingi. to be Bsaved that soma outsider did not 
eatabh^ another enterprtoa right hi the mlddlo 
of their property. In order to obtain dUe to the 
place, therefore, Capt Comey, with fiie help 
of all his friends and nelghbars, hurriedly oim»- 
pleted tbs clearing necessary and the company 
cheerfully came across wifli 112.000 cash. Tha 
Captain, who had neva- been a farmer in any 
aowe of the word, promptly retired to England 
with his loot 

I knew nothing of farms tnyaelf, bat I laamed 
—the hard way—as we gradually acquired livw 
stock We had mink (smart, hmrible hille am- 
Imals) and I wasn't too s u rry when they escaped 
one by one from (heir carefully constructed pens. 
We had chickens, cows and even a bull, to aay 
nothing ot t^e wild animals who viaited m - 
Ota elk who &ed to pasture with our eattla and 
fiw cGui^n who would raid foe chicken housn 
and then r«reh nonchalantly on a stump, to 
preOTi fiietr whkdBSrs. 

A spur track ran past our farm, a relic id 
foe mill's logging days, and there was evsn a 
small flat ear for our use, which •.ame tn handy. 
We had a ready aale for our milk and cream 
to Englewood and couid transport ft easily to 
Beaver Cove on foe fiat ear. thence by boat to 
Englewood. The only snag was foat foe ikipn 
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Bown to the towiuiie wai eteep and our inade- 
Quate braking tystem coniiited cxily oi • etout 
•tick to be rammed against the nlweli wt>en one 
wanted to stop. But going dtwn was nothing 
•ompared with pushing the heavy brute up the 
track, especially when loaded with groceries and 
our daughter, who had the Fevcdting habit of 
throwing small Items crff the car onto the track. 
This necessiUted slopping, putting a alone behind 
the car wheel so that it wouldn't rail hack on 
me, and retrieving the oranges, or whatever, then 
pushing like mad to get the thing itarted up the 
hill again. 

My husband planted a huge garden, with 
everything from pumpkins to asparagus, and the 
growth was tremend^ In the fertile soil. This 
k when^I began to learn the fine art of preserving 
and berame such an enthusiastic “doer-uj^r ’ 
that anything that would fit into a can was 
uttiized. In fact, my famlly^clared that they 
bad seen me sizing up welMed visitors with i 
•alculating eye. 

The Kokish River ran close to the prxtperfy 
•0 that trout, salmon and tteelhead helped tit 
to vary our diet; other groceries and meat came 
from Vancouver, ordered by catalogue and trans- 
purted OD the Catala. the Venture or the Cardcna 
cC the now defunct Union SteamsMp Lines These 
w e r e oomfortable, M boats with the most oblig- 

and considerate of personnei. 

The Anglican Mission boat CUumbia called 
at Beaver Cove quits frequently, on its way to 
or fmn the northern coast, where it nosed into 
all the small, desolate places, to give spirftual. 
physical snd mental sustenance to the people 
who Uved there. The padre wasn’t always die 
lame man. as II was the custom of newly-fledged 
elerici to take the trip for the experience; but 
the remainder of toe personnel remained staunch 
and aw always looked forward to seeing Capt. 
Ed. Godfrey, Dr. Herache] Stringer and engineer 
Oeeil Fitzgerald—three vibrant personalities, aith 
a nice understanding of toe needs of us benighted 
folk. Sometimes, too, Rev. John Antle was aboard 
as head of the Mission. I think we oaw a great 
deal to this gentleman and to Rev. Alan Green 
who took ov«r after Mr. Anile's death. Rev. 
Ileber Green, brother of Alan, still travels the 
aooat. conducting church services in the small 
eommunilies and he Is tniiy bckwed by all of js. 

The high point of our social life was the 
monthly dartce, held bi the huge, oiherwlse- 
toKMied cookhouse, and for this event people came 
hi hordes from Port McNeill. Soinlula. Telegraph 
Cbve and Englewood. My husband offlciaied as 
pweter. arranger and bouncer. No one scluslly 
.ynisbehavwd too badly In his cups but. with the 

wide ocean just outside the door, there was 
a tradency to tip over Into the water either of 
aste's own volition or with tlie help of a playful 
push from an otherwise nice guy! 

For these affairs we always engaj^ the ex- 
eelknt Indian Orchestra from Alert Bay, snd I 
have never danced to better music. Refresh¬ 
ments were provided by the women of the Cove, 
and cfi the afternoon before the dance, we all 
aongregated in the hall to make mountains of 
•andwiches and to drink gallons of coffee during 
the process. It was a reid ftm time and we all 
looked forward to tt Ute baby-sitting profession 
had never been heard of hi the thirdea, so the 
ahtidren were brought to the dance and bedded 
down toi another room of the huge, old building. 
They managed to sleep, too. 

Every small place has its character, and one 
such lives in my memory. Mrs. X. was a Lan- 
aaahire gal. fresh out frtwn the Old Countiy and 
one of the busiest, kindest persons I have ever 
known, but she did furnish us with quite a few 
laughs. 

Once, in describing a friend, she remarked, 
ki her soft Lancashire accent, “Eeee. such a 
grand woman—College-eddicated she wvre. but 
that nice you’d not know It." So much for edu- , 
•atkai! 

By tols time the shingle mill and sawmill, 
built on piling out over the water, had so far 
disintegrated as to become hazardous, and the 
company Instructed' my husband to bum these 
buildings, It being the cheapest method of de¬ 
stroying them, with no risk Involved owing to 
their iMBtion. Actually, this was more of an 
toideriaking than one would suppose, for the old 
wood bad been absorbing the water underneath 
for ao many years, and It atubbomly refused to 
stay lit, despite the gallons of fuel oil poured on 
R. However, after several days ot trial and 
error, plus lurid epithets (which no doubt helped) 

It finally got um^r way. Shades of'Nero! It 
was a glorious fire toat Illuminated the whole 
horizon in burst after burst of ooiorful beauty 
and best of all. It was a legitimate fire. 

Startled denizens came by the boatload from 
Alert Bay and other points to find out what had 
happened, and ended up by toasting wieners 
over the least dangerous embers, drinking coffee 
and Indulging in ringing barber-shop harmorQ'.

Th^ event which took plore, a# 
covered by this narrative^ shouid 
never htwe happenetL The bandit 
teas a well-educated man with a 
university degree^ a family man, a 
man who had all the itf<ri6u<ps to 
make him a leader in his com¬ 
munity, The blame can be placed 
on his badly-handled use of John 
Rarteyrorn, for it is a certainty 
that, had this weakness not been 
his one unmanageable habit, his 
life*s course would have bypassed 
this road, which for him was 
marked DETOUR.

I 
plaeed Ibem carefully osi the eounter but under 
the copper plate in front of me. As be stuffed 
the tr II bilk-his total kKd—Into the pocket of 
his topcoat, (he manager of the branch, wlio 
was standing right next to the teller s cage, 
sensed whai was going cm «nd drop(icd to the 
floor. 

This gave me a real scare as the bandit's 
revol v er wa.<i pointed at my stomach and I fell 
that. In the romnaoiJiMi, thk unwelcome rwiomer 
just might k»e control at the trigger Hager. For 
a flash he took his eyes away from me and 
reached ever the coualer to see what the msn* 
ager was doing In that kistant I. tt>o, dropped 
to the flour and reached for my 22 calibre re¬ 
volver which wa.« on a sh^ in front of me under 
the cage 

It seemed so funny, after it was all over, 
that there we were, Iwih on the floor, and too 
afraid to show our heads. We listened intenily 
for any movement on the other side of the coun¬ 
ter and in a few seconds heard the hold-up man 
faesuling towards the door. 

Tlie bank was located on a comer and the 
bandit, to reach his car. had to walk about 10 feet 
to .the comer, then down a tide street for about 
$0 yards. By now, the manager and I had taken 
oCt In pursuit and we ran up to tite comer and 
down the side street until we were about 35 yards 
from (he car. We both fired, and an examina- 
tloo of the weapons after the shooting showed 
that the managn* had fired three times, and I 
five. It transpired that we had managed to 
hit around the hark window of the ear twice, 
and we felt this was really not too had eonsider- 
ing that neither of ua was by any nteans a find

There was. of course, great commotion at 
the bank, what with aa excited group of ousto- 
men and (he arrival of police sQuads, thn praas 
and pboiugrapiierB. The police askad the man¬ 
ager and myseli, separately, for a descr^iCkxi 
of die bandit and i recall that both of our deserip- 
talked 'doe with (he other. I stated that ht 
bad the at^araoec of a respectable Ujtlaesa> 
ntan Ibai he couid have passed fur a ducior or a 
lawyer; he was portly, around SO yean of age. 
wore no mask, but did wear eyeglasses. 

Ob the day (allowing the robbery, the man¬ 
ager and I were taken nrotmd the city by the 
police and asked to look out for any suspect that 
we might sec. It was during the course of this 
tour that w« did, separately and entirely MMrt 
from each other, spot the man whom aw both 
posidveiy identified aa the bandit. He wan, la 
Cad. arraigned that morning in oouri oa itlll 
another charge — that of obtattitng moftey tmder 
false pretenaea. 

For some time prior to the hold-up attempt 
he had been cashing personal cheques arouMl 
town and some of these bad been rviumed by his 
bank for the reason they weiv NSF (Not Suffi¬ 
cient Funds) As a mult, charges had been laid 
hy some of the recipients of the cheques and 
he was to face these charges cn the mondng 
of Dec 2. 1937. He was aware of his guflt cm 
these oounu, arvi in his nonfuaed mind and In 
a desfwrale effort to obtain (urMfe to make mtl- 
tutkwi to the holders of (he cheques, he at* 
tempted the bank hold-up on Dec. 1, 1937. Thus 
the motive for the crinte waa established. 

He was arrested, charged with robbery with 
vioienre and in due course the trial began. Me 
eonducied his osm deferwe and. being a man of 
above-average tnteillgenee. a university gradu¬ 
ate. and fighting for hta very exittenee, he did 
a magnlfleent job. 

At this time I had a sister living In a hotel 
in the downtown area. She waa a widow, and Bv- 
Ing in a room fairly close to her own were two 
good friends of hers, husband and wife. It waa 
almost a ritual with the husband on a Sunday 
artemoon to play golf with a friend of hla, and

During these years Culmcot not only worked 
Rte large centres.

1920 and which 
lopped the record boidt of the Bnone and Oockett 
Qub imdl just a few years ago. 

Amextg the naturalisu and omithologlsti be 
knew, J. A. Munro made a study of the bird 
Itopulatkn of Kootenay Flats at Creston; P. A. 
Taverner of Ottawa, author of Che Birds of East¬ 
ern Canada and a comiuintan volume Birds of 
Western Canada, and if. like this writer, you own 
a copy of tha western volume, printed at Ottawa. 
1926. priced S1.2S, you are fortunate toe It hat 
become a collector’s hem. 

Artiai, oniithologlst ktajor Allan Brooks, 
more than a casual arqualntanre, illustrated 
Taverner's Birds of Western Canada, as well as 
others including the monumental work ot Leon 
Dawson. The Krds of California in several edl- 
ttoos, the patron’s at 11.000 contained original 
Alian Brooks paintings. 

During tbe 20 years Guimmt lived to East 
Kootenay he always arranged his holiday to Oc*

In 
addltioo coal was moved to the main line at 
Guiden and an ever increasing amount ot con¬ 
centrates from ibe SuUivan mine was freigitted 
to Trail. And to 1916, after the completion ot 
the Kettle Valley RaOway through Cfoquiballa 
Pats on July 31 tbe OMUt Kootenay Express ran 
dally between Vancouver and Nelson. 

Itotil 1930 when the railroad was completed 
along toe shore ot Kootenay I,ake freight cars 
were barged from Kootenai Landing to Prootiw 
on toe west arm of Kootenay Lake. PoAM-ngers 
were transferred from the train to the fust 
dal stemwheei Kuskanouk, later to the m'wer 
Nesoukto. for the voyage to Nelson. 

“For my part I never tired of the 50-mila 
journey akmg the lake and I always-thought paw 
sengeri appreciated the chance to strelch titelr 
legs and enjoy a shiplxwnl meal at mure leisUiO 
than in a railway diner." 

Eastbound paa.songcrs boarding toe sltip at 
Nelson aiient the night in comfortable staieiooma 
against the early morning start.

But it is som^ 
thing new in Canadian writing. 

As a natKXi. we seem to have a 
peculiar aversion to eriticism. Mr. 
Braithwaire's nt^le feat is simply to 
have resisted that deadly formula 
—“i^you cant say something nice, 
dun I say anything ” 

iriiy AlMot the Tevher is auto 
bi-)graphical It describes a year 
the aurht>r spent in his first teaching 


Job in a scattered community in the 
Saskatchewan dustbowl during the 
Dirty Thirties. 

The reader Buffers with the 
author not only the ghastly climate 
and the appalling economic ailua- 
tioD, but some of the inhospitable 
and uni^ritable types he writes 
about. 

Mr. Braithwaice writes wUh 
great unders^ding of the hard- 
pressed peopl^ he lived amongst. 

I am npl concerned here with 
what made these farm people tlte 


way they were—poverty. Illiteracy 
and isoiaiiuo can do queer things to 
Iieoi>le—but only with the style of 
the hook 

The simple day-to-day happen¬ 
ings which, point up the mental, 
moral and physical distress that 
took place are related with a dis¬ 
arming detachment and totally with¬ 
out veneer. 

The difficulty of teaching under¬ 
nourished. work-weary children; the 
annual dance; the meeting with an 
early Prairie Radical: the befriend- 
of a coyote; the winter blizzards 
and the s(M‘ing dust. And the con¬ 
stant loneliness. 

The Umeliness, unhappineaa, men- 
.tal stagnation and lack of charity 
experienced by the author and 
others are all summed up In one 
oompelltng chapter of tlte book. 

Ibe wife ot a farmer arrives at 
the school one Saturday on horse¬ 
back. A btinard comiiels her to 
stay the night. Through tears the 


S^year-old woman pours out her 
story to the W-year-old teacher. 

She is a disillusioned British 
war bride "pregnant when I arrived 
in Canada and pregnant ever since.'* 
Her husband had ^ven her no clue 
to what her life on Che bleak prairie* 
would be.

tattered copy of Noel Coward’s 
sophisticated play, Private lives, 
acting all the parts. 

Why Nboot Uw Teeeber la by no 
means all grim; in fact parts of il 
are hilariously funny. 

What makes the book shine b it* 
simple honesty. • 

The story is a mere segment of 
life in s Uny ares of Canada during 
a ghastly era, but ex-teacher Breillw 
w'site gives a lesson to Canadian 
authors: Tell the truth. Describ* 
things as they are and not as people 
want to think they are. And let die 
chips fall where they may.

"I always wtioderod why the aeeitic attrao- 
ttuns of the Kettle Valley Railway weie not nH>ra 
widely known. The scenery, especially iix>m M»- 
CUlloch aiiove Kelowna to Hope on the Kr.i»er, 
would compare with anything on the continent. 
The view from Myra 3,000 feet above Okanagan 
Lake, the .twitchbacks above Naramaia, Pi-nu^ 
ton orchards, Osprey Lake and the kwp «bvva 
Jellicoe on the way down to Princeton arHl the 
length of Coquihalla Pass was breathtaking. It 
was a masterpiece of construction, too. iur no 
railroad climbs over the top of three mountaia 
chains in sometbmg like 300 miles. 

“I never tired of the journey from Pentirioa 
to ^ Cranbrook and when th« 

Coquihalla Fan was abandcxied and trains rw-. 
rogt^ to Spence's Bridge and when pa-senger 
service was discontinued over the Kettle Valley 
on Jfen 17. 1964, I became regretfully aware that 
another inierestkig chapter m the hiMory of 
British Columbia had come to an end ” 

Since his retirement Guimont faxes in a de- 
Bgbtful cottage only 100 yards from the t-tiot-ea 
ef Skaha Lake at Penticton.

acentury aig>jai thU fim«, in the autumn of 
1915^ yictoria tcoM up to iu ears in the 1914<18 
arid War, Her Mons tcere signing up every day, and 
going away to the mud and the horror of the trenches; 
the casualty lists were growing heaviet and heavier, 
and even the optimists had given up saying the war 
wouldn*t last long. 

Everyone was organizing patriotic clubs and there were Red 
Cross concerts e\’ery few nights to raise money to buy ccxnforts 
for the boys overseas. 


Day after day there wae news in 
die |ta|iera about the young aoldiers. 
Here's a typicaJ example, from TIm 
C oluoiiM: “News has bem received 
o< the promotioe of another Vio* 
lorian. in the person of Noel Bag- 
ahawe. a son of Mr. and Mrs. E. C. 
B Bagshawe of dlls dty, from 
Don-comnusaloned to commissioned 
rank, 'niia la another striking in* 
stance of the outstanding merits of 
a local soldier, after his being aut^ 
'iected to the severest kind ot test. 
This >oung man left >nictoria a pri* 
vate and now la lieutenant, having 
attended the University School, ki 
the cadet corps ol which InstihJtion 
be held the rank of sergeant. Lieut ■ 
Bagbhawe is very well known tai 
Victoria and d>CT« it no doubt that 
the news of his succeas will be grati¬ 
fying to a wide circle of frienda. 

"His elder brother. Lieut Vivien 
Bagshawe, also has been given a 
oommisskm. At the beginning ot 
the war he was a gunner in the 5th 
Regiment, and. at the call to arms, 
left for the Old Country to enlist, 
paying his own transportatian ex¬ 
penses. He joitied the Royal Field 
Artillery and received commlsaioned 
rank a short time ago." 

The nurses were leaving, too: 
**Tlie latest contingent ot nuraea 
from Victoria hat reached England. 
There ve now 45 Vichvia nurses 
with the colors. Their names ars 
Mrs. Gilbride, and the Misses Alex¬ 
ander, Alien. Black, Bloomqulat.

W Fitzherbert Bullen gave pep 
talks, and the following officers 
were selected; Honorary convener, 
Mrs Henry Croaft; convmer, Mrs. 
Nathaniel Shaw; secretary, Mrs. 
Baugh-Alien; committee. Mrs. Lock, 
Mrs Musgrave, Mrs. Ellis. Mrs. P. 

D. Johnston. Mrs Hickman, Mrs. 
Hughes, Mrs. Hose. Mrs. Besanette, 
.Mrs. Ryley, Mrs. Har^, Miss 
Pooley and Miss Meyer. 

Soon the Esquimalt Red Ooss 
gave its first concert in the old Rex 
Theatre on Esquimalt Road; “ITte 
Eaquimalt villagers turned out In 
great numbers ... the proceedings 
were opened by the playing of sev¬ 
eral ensemble selections by a four- 
piece orchestra composed of Mrs F. 

W. Moore, BQss L. E. Lugrin, Miss 
N. f-ugrtn and Mr. E. Middleton . . . 
a splendid musical program was 
earned out by Mrs. R. H. Pooley, 


Miss N. Lugrin, Mr. Hadley artd Mr. 
Platt, while some graceful dancing 
was contributed by Miss Alma 
Bray.” 

As I read through The CtdonM 
files of 1918 I came across the 
O^as and Young advertisenMot. 
ThU was a fashionable grocery store 
on the corner of Fort and Broad. 
Here's what I found in the way ot 
prices: Lux, three packets for 25 
cents; fresh smoked finnan haddia. 
twe pourtds for 25 cents; nice On¬ 
tario cheese. 20 cents per pound; In¬ 
dependent creamery butter, most 
poinilar butler of the day, three 
pounds tor 51; selected picnic bam. 
30 cents a pound; selected back 
bacon, 23 cents a pound; fancy Ash¬ 
croft potatoes, lOCK-pound sack. 90 
cents; anti-combine coffee, very 
nice, otte-poimd tin, 35 centt. 

: Young Victorians were taking to 
flying tor wartime service ; they 
were trained in ttie east, and gener¬ 
ally came back twre on furlough be¬ 
fore beading overseas. 

‘ntere was so much interest here 
ha flying that "sueh satisfactory 
progress has been made with the 
(Tganization of the Victoria Aero 
C3ub that the secretary L prepared 
to receive special applications from 
young men who wish to take the fly¬ 
ing course. AppUcations should be 
addressed to ibe secretaiy, A. U. 
WUU." 

Two well-known and highly popu¬ 
lar young men came home la their 
handsome flying unlforma : “Have 
passed tests—word bas been re¬ 
ceived that Kenneth Macdonald, aoo 
of Otief Justice J. A. Macdonald, 
and Percy Beasley, a son of Mr. H. 
E. Beasley, superintendent of the 
E. and N. Railway, have passed 
their final examinations at the Day- 
ton Aviation School, thus obtaining 
CMtlficates entitling them to flight- 
lieutenancies. 'They will leave 
shortly for England to Join tike 
Royal Flying Corpe. 

“Both young men have been 
prominent In loeal athletic circles. 
Beasley was actively Interested in 
nigby football and lacrosse, besides 
being a long distance runner whose 
speed and endurance are familiar 
srtth the majority of Pacific Coast 
amateurs. Ken Macdonald was the 
fullback of a strong rugby football 
• team.” 

The Empress Hotel ballroom was 
packed one night 50 years ago for 
a Red Oosi concert under the di- 
rectlon of the Ladles' Musical Club: 
“Mrs. Robert Baird was heard In 
Ave Maria, in tvhlch she displayed 
good tone, while At Dawning was 
also weU rendered by her. 

“StCss Lougheed gave a magnlfi- 
eent rendition of several tongs, 
among them being Rose in the Bud 
to which her melodious contralto 
voice was admirably suited. 

“Mr. Macauley was the other 
soloist, and he was encored in Rev. 
Father Anselm Wood’s stirring oonv 
poaltion Keep the Red Bonner fly- 
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ing He showed much dlepth of tana 
and leeiing in his singing and sel¬ 
dom has hia tuneful voice been 
beard more favorably. 

“Ifav. J. R. Green played the 
violin obligato to Ave Maria and 
was beard at the piano In several 
well rendered selesttoni She (Ha- 
played her usual finished technique, 
and was in splendid form being 
aorded many encores, to which she 
generously responded Mrs. Green's 
playing, both on violin and piano, 
has won for her an enviable place 
among Victoria's musicians, and her 
efforts were greeted with hearty 
applause. 

Miss Joy Calvert displayed eon- 
siderable talent and demonstrated 
that she is an instrumentalist of ex¬ 
ceptional ability. Mrs. Conyers 
Bridgewater and Mrs. A. J. Glbs(M 
(«rforraed capably as accompanists 
in the vocal solos, and their contritxt- 
tion to the success of the entertain- 
mmt was a very considerable one.'* 

Always there were items in the 
newspapers about the soldiers: 
“Ueut.-Col. Garnett B. Hughes, 
whose promotion to the command of 
the 1st Canadian Brigade has been 
announced, is a well known and 
popular Victorian. 

“During his residence here prior 
to the‘war he toiA an active part in 
military affairs, obtaining a com¬ 
mission in the SOtb Regiment, Gor¬ 
don Highlandera. shortly after his 
arrival. 

“A son of MaJ.-Gen. Sir Snmud 
Hughes, minister of militia, it was 


natural that he should take a prom^ 
nenl part in stlmuiuting local inter¬ 
est In the militia. On the ouibreafe 
of hoetiiities he voloiieered and left 
the ^ty with the 1st Contingent, 
spending the early months In train¬ 
ing at Valcartier. He was the Do 
minkm resident engineer before 
leaving.’’ 

“After six months of active 
service on the war fronts, Capt. P. 
T. Stem has come home on fur¬ 
lough, and has told of his exp»- 
riences aboard the tori>edoed Hein 
perian. Capt. Stem adds his tribute 
to MaJ -Gen. A. W Ourrle of this 
eity. He says that Gen. Currie has 
made good both as a leader and as 
a soldier, which la the more remark¬ 
able when It la remembered that his 
military experience was confined to 
Rie commands he held In N^etcrU.** 

Ihe name Currie becanoe a 
boi^ehold word In Victoria, for this 
■uui had been a school teacher at 
Sidney and a real estate salesman 
to this dty. 

Before the war was over, CUrrto 
would head the Canadiarr forces, 'to 
knighted by King Geu-ge V. He re- 
Uimed to Canada, ccntrovenial 
hero, and was chancellor of McGill 
University, but he never forgot hit 
days in Victoria when he sold lota 
and iKxisrs, and was commanding 
officer of the 5ti) Regiment. 

His tost visit here was to 1»3L 
when he reached Victoria from the 
Orient aboard the new speed queen 
of ttie Pacific, the Empress of 
Japan. He died in Mootresd in Ni^ 
vember of 1933. 

That autumn ot 1915 Currie’s 
wife and daughter Marjorie were 
leaving Victoria to join him in Lon¬ 
don. and so Lady McBride, wife of 
the premier, gave a hlgh-fgahlnn re- 
eepllon st her home on Che Gorge 
Road . , . the guests were Mesdamea 
H. E. Young. D M. En)erts, John 
Hart, FYed Jones, D. R. Ker, An¬ 
drews. Nichols, Bradshaw, Ftwer, 
Qay. Raymur, Blackwood. Prank 
esatke. Forman. Charlet Todd, 
MacDlarmld. Church, Higgins. B. 
Boggs. Brown. Andrew Gray. Cook- 
son. Thompson, 'Thtllans, Peters, 
Holmes, Hickman Tye, B. Tye. 
Helmcken. Stuart Robertson. Nash, 
Matson, Hearit, Rattenbury. Lugrin, 
Shaw, Lorne Ross J. W. Troup. 
Rom Sutherland. A C. Burdick. 
Stuart and the Misses Hurper, Law- 
ton. Tate and Leitch “Uttle Miss 
Sheila Mc&ide presented Mrx. Cur¬ 
rie with a beautiful basket of pink 
roses.” , 

Mrs Currie didn't ki^’ that day 
that before the war was over she 
would be Lady Oirrie. and Ijidy 
McBride had no way o. knowing 
that before the nd of the year her 
husband would resign the premier- 
■hip and that she and her daughters 
would soon be living ki wartime 
London witti Sir Richard, who was 
British Columbia agent-general. 
Two years later, at 46, Sir ^chard 
was dead In London.
